We must
learn to sacrifice some thivgs fu order
to get others of different tastes to vo-
éperate with us. It is best perhaps
after a thorough discussion of the mer-
its of the different trees to put the se-
Jection of one for ciach streef to a vote
and let the majority rule.- not forget-
ting that this is a matter which con-
cerns the general public more than the
individual.
